$4,000 of marijuana seized from Didsbury residence 

One pound of illegal drugs and other items

Four hundred and fifty-six 
grains (or one pound) or illegal 
drugs, including cannabis mari¬ 
juana, and other related items 
were seized from the 12000 block 
of 21 Street in the town of 
Didsbury on Oct. 15 around 5:45 
p.m. 

The estimated street value of 
the seized substances was around 
$4,000. 

RCMP had received an anony¬ 
mous tip that lead to the investi¬ 
gation of the unit. 


After roughly six to eight weeks 
of investigation, beginning in 
August, on the noted location, 
RCMP applied for a search war¬ 
rant, which they were granted. 

Approximately one hour after 
the warrant was granted, RCMP 
approached and entered the 
residence. 

Among the substances seized 
were also paraphernalia such as 
scales, baggies, pipes and bongs. 

Trafficking charges were laid as 
the scales and baggies are com¬ 
monly used for drug distribution. 

The cannabis seized was also 
found in resin form, to produce 
other forms of the drug, such as 


resin pucks collected from the 
scene. 

These pucks would be more 
potent in effect and likely smoked 
with the use of a pipe. 

No actual plants were seized, 
nor was a grow operation found 
in the unit. 

The source of the drugs has yet 
to be determined. 

The accused, a 21-year-old 
male, was not home at the time of 
the search. 

The male was arrested later 
that evening by RCMP without 
incident and was charged under 
several sections of the Controlled 
Drugs and Substances Act. 


The accused was charged with 
one count of trafficking a sub¬ 
stance (cannabis marijuana), one 
count of possession of a sub¬ 
stance (cannabis marijuana) and 
one count of production of a sub¬ 
stance (cannabis resin). 

“There arc 1 more people in town 
from outside it, so people don’t 
always know their neighbours 
now,” said Constable Jason 
Decoste, lead investigator for this 
case. “Small towns can be a prime 
location for this activity.” 

There can be signs to tip off res¬ 
idents to grow-ops or other drug- 
related activity at residences, 
however. 


The odour of marijuana, a spicy, 
pungent smell, can be one sign, as 
well as suspicious activity at the 
residence, with many unfamiliar 
vehicles visiting or people coming 
and going often. 

Heavy condensation on the 
windows, or boarded up or cov¬ 
ered windows may also suggest 
possible drug activity. 

“We treat every tip we get very 
seriously," said Corporal Warren 
Wright. 

Anyone with information or 
reason to suspect suspicious 
activity are asked to call the 
Didsbury RCMP detachment 
complaint line or CrimeStoppers.

Re: Thoughtless driver left cat to die

Newly minted Premier Alison Redford’s decision 
to restore more than $100 million in education 
funding to Alberta school is welcome news for 
parents and students. 

Following her PC leadership campaign victory, 
Redford moved to fulfill her campaign promise to 
put the money back into the system, funding that 
had been cut by the previous Stelmach regime. 

Not surprisingly new Education Minister 
Thomas Lukaszuk has been quick to praise his 
leader’s decision. 

“This funding to school boards recognizes the 
fundamental value Albertans place on education 
and the expectation that appropriate classrooms 
supports will be in place for Alberta’s students,” 
said Lukaszuk. 

“With this additional funding, local school 
hoards are directed to make decisions that are 
student-centered and to ensure funding is allocat¬ 
ed where it will make the most direct impact on 
students in the classroom.” 

All school boards will be required to report to 
Alberta Education detailing how the funding has 
been allocated and “how it positively affected stu¬ 
dents so that they can, and 1 can, report back to 
Albertans on the investment of that $107 million,” 
Lukaszuk said. 

School boards across the province have, not sur¬ 
prisingly, reacted with pleasure at the renewed 
money, saying that there are current and long¬ 
term funding pressures at all grade levels that 
need to be addressed. 

And while no one can argue that additional 
money spent on education is money well spent, 
whether the Redford Tories should be praised for 
the fund restoration is another question entirely. 

For his part, official opposition education critic 
Kent Hehr says restoring the funding simply cor¬ 
rects an earlier mistake made by the Stelmach 
cabinet, which included Redford. 

“Let’s not forget that she was at the cabinet table 
when the original boneheaded decision to short¬ 
change education funding was made,” said Hehr. 
“It’s fine to correct your mistakes, but we could 
have avoided a lot of grief, hassle and expense had 
the mistake not been made in the first place.” 

The other opposition parties have also said that 
the restored funding is a case of righting an earli¬ 
er wrong made by the Tories. 

Premier Redford decided to make the restora¬ 
tion of the education funding one of her big cam¬ 
paign promises - and now she has fulfilled that 
commitment to Alberta students, teachers and 
staff. 

Yet while schools will no doubt benefit from 
new funding, the premier should be aware that 
correcting the mistakes of the former government 
is only part of what Albertans will be expecting 
from her new administration. 

Whether its education, healt hcare, justice, trans¬ 
portation, infrastructure or some other area, resi¬ 
dents will be watching for forward-looking poli¬ 
cies and programs under Redford’s leadership. 


I am always annoyed and amazed that people are so 
quick to judge and think that one thought is correct - by 
assuming that someone did this on purpose - you actual¬ 
ly did more damage than good.

Festival aims for Didsbury venue 

Faith-based music event still a daunting decision for town

Heritage Advisory Committee has final list of historic sites 
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lion speakers, comedians, 
and speakers focused on 
self-betterment issues. 

Morning church services 
will be held on the “main- 
stage" of the event during 
each morning of the event, 
and vendors for food and 
beverage, as well as other 
goods and not-for-profit 
groups will be present. 

In order to make this 
event happen, Revolution 
Industries has required of 
the town a pinking area to 
accommodate 1,000 to 
5,000 vehicles, a shuttle 
service between 8 a.m. and 


1 a.m., tenting land for 
4,000 to 8,000 people, 
shower facilities, and the 
Didsbury Memorial 

Complex and Memorial 
Park for venues. 

While the Committee of 
the Whole showed interest 
in the festival, the require¬ 
ments to meet in order to 
hold it were deemed very 
steep. 

“It’s unreal, the number 
of people these sort of 
things draw,” said Mayor 
Brian Wittal at the 
meeting. 

However, it is currently 


uncertain if local business¬ 
es and not-for-profit groups 
w'ill be able to take advan¬ 
tage of the festival as well, 
or if space and accommo¬ 
dations can be matched for 
the event. 

Also troubling is that the 
festival is expected to 
expand each year, causing 
further problems in long¬ 
term planning in terms of 
space and funds. 

The committee motioned 
to discuss the festival 
proposition further at the 
next regular council meet¬ 
ing of Oct. 25.

Revolution Ministries has 
set its sights on Didsbury 
as its key venue for its new 
Revolution Festival. 

However, whether or not 
the Town of Didsbury will 
accept to host the festival 
or not still remains to be 
seen. 

The Revolution Festival, 
a brand new faith-based 
music event, is to be the 
first of its kind in Canada, 
according to the original 


proposal presented to a 
Committee of the Whole 
meeting on Oct. 11 by 
Revolution Ministries. 

The proposal read, “We 
have found Didsbury, 
Alberta, to be the prime 
location based on its loca¬ 
tion, size, structural layout, 
and target market.” 

The event would take 
place during the third 
weekend of August 
yearly. 

For the first year, 
Revolution Ministries esti¬ 
mates that approximately 
50 bands, 10 speakers, 20 


merchants and 20 food and 
beverage vendors, as well 
as family entertainment 
services, will be brought. 

The ideal location for the 
festivities will be at the 
Memorial Park and 
arena. 

Revolution Ministries is 
looking to host three 
stages, each for a different 
type of music genre (rock, 
alternative, hip hop, wor¬ 
ship, folk, gospel, metal, 
etc.) 

Speakers at the event 
will include youth speak¬ 
ers, dnig and other addic-

The town’s Heritage 
Advisory Committee has 
made its final selection of 
25 sites in Didsbury that 
have potential historic 
significance. 

The final list, which was 
completed last month, fol¬ 
lows an exhaustive process 
that began with a historical 
survey in 2010. The survey 
initially identified Hid sites 
in the downtown core with 
potential historic signifi¬ 
cance. The buildings 
included in the survey were 
a mix of residential and 
commercial buildings with 
a few churches as well. 

With the help of Heritage 
Collaborative Inc. the first 
list was then trimmed 
down to 62. This was fol¬ 
lowed by a historical inven¬ 
tory process that came up 
with the final list of 25. The 
inventory process deter¬ 
mined which buildings met 
the requirements to 
become designated historic 
buildings. 

“This completes this 
step. The next step is to 
meet with the property 
owners to discuss (histori¬ 
cal) designation. We need 
approval from the owners," 
said CynDee Walden, 
human resources and com¬ 


munication coordinator for 
the town. “We don’t want to 
pare it down any more. We 
had a difficult time getting 
it down to 25.” 

Walden said the consult¬ 
ants are now preparing a 
draft statement of signifi¬ 
cance for each of the 25 
sites. 

“From that it will be up to 
the property owner to see 
if they want to move for¬ 
ward," said Walden. “We 
are hopeful by about March 
we will have inventory 
complete and we will be 
able to move forward to 
working with property 
owners.” 

Some of the 25 sites that 
were selected are Berscht 
Block on Main Street were 
the AGT Telephone 
Exchange Building on 1D 
Avenue, and the Shantz 
farmhouse on 15 Avenue. 

Gord Fulton, owner of 
the Berscht Block and a 
member of the Heritage 
Advisory Committee, said 
it has taken a lot of work 
by his family and friends to 
transform the structure, 
built after a fire in 1925, 
back to its original glory 
since he purchased the 
building in 2(X)7. 

“It has been one of my 
goals, even before I 
became a member of the 
committee, to refurbish 
this building as much as I 


could,” said Fulton. “It 
takes a lot of work to do 
this. To do it right you need 
a lot of money, which I 
don’t have. But the whole 
family has been here to 
help. It has been a labour of 
love." 

Fulton is hoping all 25 
landowners will give their 
approval for municipal his¬ 
torical designation, and 
that it will motivate other 
property owners with his¬ 
torical buildings to “get on 
the bandwagon” to have 
their structures restored 
and designated as well. 

“It is a living document,” 
said Walden of the heritage 
site inventory. “If some¬ 
body would like their prop¬ 
erty designated we can add 
it to the list if they meet tin* 
criteria.” 

After a site is designated 
a municipal historical site 
the town and property 
owners can then opt to 
have their site designated 
by the province as well. 

However, Walden cau¬ 
tioned that the province 
has different criteria for 
designation than the town. 

To date, Didsbury has 
three sites that have earned 
provincial historic site des¬ 
ignation - the Didsbury 
Railway Station, the 
Didsbury Museum and the 
Hiebert House on 24 
Avenue.

The Alberta Utilities Commission (AUC or the Commission) is a quasi-judicial regulatory body responsible for making decisions about utility-related applications, such as building transmission lines, substations and power plants. The AUC is responsible 
for making decisions about the need for transmission system development, including the need for new or rebuilt transmission lines and facilities. 

The Alberta Electric System Operator (AESO) is responsible for planning electric facility transmission development in Alberta. The AESO hied a needs identification document (NID) application with the Commission on July 20,2011, under Section 34 of 
the Electric Utilities Ad, requesting approval of the need for new transmission development in the Red Deer area, identified in the map attached. In the NID, the AESO describes the development and reinforcement of the electnc transmission system in 
the Red Deer region of Alberta to serve forecasted load increases in the region. 

The NID application deals only with the need for transmission development and not the construction of the facilities. The construction of transmission lines and facilities requires a separate application to the AUC. 


The AUC has decided to issue a notice of application at this time to alert interested parties that the application has been hied and to 
allow such parties to review the application 

The AUC is now reviewing the AESO's need application to ensure it is complete An application is complete once the Commission ensures 
that it includes all of the information necessary in relation to the technical requirements of AUC Rule 007: Rules Respecting Applications 
for Power Plants, Substations, Transmission lines, and Industrial System Designations, as well as other information requirements. If 
necessary, the AUC may request additional information from the applicant to ensure the application is complete before further steps are 
taken 

Submission deadline: 

Any person or group having concerns or objections with the above mentioned application or who wishes to support the application 
should hie a submission with the AUC by November 17,2011 If no submissions objecting to the application are received by the above 
date, the AUC may make a decision on the application without any further notice or process. 

Description of the AESO's needs identification document application: 

AESO Application No. 1607S07 - Needs Identification Document 

In Application No. 1507507, the AESO created various options to develop the transmission system in the Red Deer region. Of these 
options, the AESO selected a two stage approach as detailed below to implement the development. A map is attached to illustrate the 
proposed development. 

Stage One The target in-service date for the proposed reinforcements in Stage One is between the fourth quarter of 2012 and 2014 

1. New 240/138-kV substations and associated transmission lines: 

a Build a new 240/138-kilovolt (kV) substation close to existing 240 kV transmission line 918L in the Didsbury area. Connect 
the substation to 9181 by using an in-and-out configured double-circuit 240kV transmission line. Install a 240/138-kV, 
200-megavolt-ampere (MVA) autotransformer Add new 138 kV lines to the existing transmission lines 801 from Ghost 20S 
substation, 801 from Olds 55S substation and 1661 from Harmattan 256S substation respectively, 
b Build a new 240/138-kV substation close to existing 240-kV line 929L in the Innisfail area. Connect the substation to 
9291 by using an in-and-out configured double-circuited 240-kV transmission line Install a single 240/138-kV, 200MVA 
autotransformer. Add a new double-circuit 138-kV transmission line from the substation to the Innisfail 2145 substation 
c Build a new 240/138-kV substation close to existing 240-kV line 910L in the Ponoka area. Connect the substation to 
9101 by using an in-and-out configured double circuited 240-kV transmission line Install a single 240/138-kV, 200MVA 
autotransformer. Add a new double-circuit 138-kV transmission line from the substation to the Ponoka 331S substation 

2. Additions or modifications to existing substations: 

a. Add a second 240/138-kV, 20O-MVA autotransformer and associated equipment at Benalto 17S substation, 
b Modify the existing 138-kV buswork and add switchgear equipment at Gaetz 87S substation and North Red Deer 217S 
substation in order to split the existing 138-kV transmission lines 7681 and 778L. 
c Add switchgear equipment at the existing Innisfail 2145, Ellis 332S, NE lacombe 212S and tonoka 3315 substations in order to 
terminate new transmission lines from the newly proposed 240 kV substations. 

d. Install a 50-megavolt-ampere reactive (MVAr), 138-kV capacitor bank and associated equipment at Joffre 535S substation 

e. Install a 50-MVAr, 138-kV capacitor bank and associated equipment at Prentiss 276S substation. 

f. install a 25 MVAr, 138-kV capacitor bank and associated equipment at Ellis 3325 substation. 

1. New 138-kv transmission line developments: 

Build approximately 20 km of 138-kV transmission line from NE Lacombe 2125 substation to Ellis 3325 substation.

4. Rebuild existing 138-kV transmission lines: ’ 

a. Build approximately five km of the 138-kV 801 transmission line from south Red Deer 1945 substation to north Red Deer 217S 
substation, using a conductor with an approximate summer/winter rating of 350/450-MVA 

b. Build approximately five km of the 138-kV 801 transmission line from south Red Deer 194S to Red Deer 635 substations using a conductor with an approximate summer/winter rating of 350/450-MVA 

c. Build approximately 35 km of the 138-kV 648L transmission line from Red Deer 635 substation to Sylvan Lake 5805 substation and 637L from Sylvan Lake 580S substation to Benalto 175 substation using a conductor with an approximate summer/winter rating of 

250/315-MVA. 

d. Build approximately 45 km of the 138-kV 755L transmission line from Red Deer 63S substation to Piper Creek 247S substation to Joffre 535S substation using a conductor with an approximate summer/winter rating of 250/315-MVA 

e. Split up 138-kV transmission lines 768L and 778L between the north Red Deer 217S and Gaetz 875 substations to create two separate circuits with an approximate summer/winter rating of 180/220 MVA 

5. Discontinue operation of existing 138-kV transmission lines: 

a. Decommission and salvage approximately 40 km of transmission line 716L from Wetaskiwin 40S substation to Ponoka 331S substation. 

b. Decommission and salvage approximately 30 km of transmission line 80L from West Lacombe 9585 substation to Ponoka 3315 substation 

c. Decommission and salvage approximately 25 km of transmission line 80L from Innisfail 214S substation to Red Deer 63S substation. 

6. Discontinue the operation of existing substations: 

a. Decommission and salvage the existing Didsbury 1525 substation and associated infrastructure. 

Stage Two - The target in-service date for the proposed reinforcements in Stage Two is by 2017 when the forecasted peak load in the region is expected to reach approximately 825MW 

1. Rebuild existing 138-kV transmission lines: 

a. Install approximately 20 km of 138-kV transmission line from Harmattan 2565 substation to the new substation in the Didsbury area using a conductor with a summer/winter rating of at least 250/315-MVA.

RCMP are currently 
reviewing the ease, which 
is still under investigation, 
as arson, whether setting 
the tree on fire was inten¬ 
tional or not. 

The replacement cost for 
the burnt tree is around 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Individuals who may 
have been involved with 
the incident or know some¬ 
one involved are asked to 
report their information to 
the detachment.

Didsbury local Nick 
Wozney, age 16, experienced 
the chance of a lifetime when 
he flew east to Halifax and 
tried out for this year’s season 
of Canada’s Got Talent. 

The TV show is Canada's hit 
revision of America’s Got 
Talent, and draws people all 
across the country to show¬ 
case their talents and com¬ 
pete for the coveted prize. 

“I had heard about [the 
show) and thought that 
maybe I should try out, but I 
never went through with it 
until the last minute,” said 
Wozney, who had arrived 
back home in Didsbury from 
his three-day trip, from Oct.

TransCanada, through its subsidiary NOVA Gas Transmission Ltd. (NGTL), and ATC0 
Pipelines have entered into an agreement to exchange ownership of approximately 
3,100 kilometres of natural gas pipelines in Alberta. The Asset Swap Agreement would 
see TransCanada and ATC0 Pipelines exchange ownership of facilities in certain areas 
to reduce the overlap of field resources and to achieve operational and cost efficiencies. 

The asset exchange is of an administrative nature and its effects will be minimal. There 
will be no new pipeline construction or land disruption; however, routine activities may 
be carried out during the next two years until the exchange is completed. For example, 
emergency signage and communications equipment will need to be updated to reflect 
the change in ownership of the facilities. The exchange will not affect ATC0 Gas or its 
relationship with its customers as ATCO Gas customers will continue to receive their 
distribution services from ATCO Gas. 

Approval of the exchange will be required from the National Energy Board (NEB) 
and the Alberta Utilities Commission (AUC). Pipeline facilities being transferred 
from TransCanada to ATCO Pipelines will shift from the NEB regulatory framework 
to the AUC, which governs the ATCO Pipelines System, while facilities transferred to 
TransCanada will shift to the NEB, which regulates TransCanada's Alberta System. 

Separate applications are expected to be filed by TransCanada and ATCO Pipelines 
with the NEB and AUC respectively in December 2011. Subject to regulatory approval, 
it is anticipated that the transfer will be completed in 2013. 

Beginning in mid-November 2011, TransCanada and ATCO Pipelines will be hosting 
open houses in regions affected by the asset exchange, where the public can learn more 
about the project.

The jury trial for a man 
charged after an 18-year- 
old Olds College student 
was run down and killed 
outside an Olds bar in 
October 2010 will begin 
on Nov. 28, officials said 
Friday.

Queen’s Bench, is expect¬ 
ed to last until about 
Dec. 21. 

“These types of 
offences are mandatory 
jury unless both parties 
consent and 1 think a jury 
should listen to this,” 
said Smith, noting the 
jury will be selected on 
Nov. 25. 

Jeffrey Leinen, 25, 
faces charges of second- 
degree murder, danger¬ 
ous operation causing 


death, impaired driving 
causing death, dangerous 
driving causing bodily 
harm, and impaired driv¬ 
ing causing bodily harm. 

A Ford FI 50 drove 
through a group of 
pedestrians outside the 
Texas Mickey bar shortly 
after midnight on Oct. 20, 
2010. 

Nicholas Baier, 18, died 
at the scene. A second 
19-year-old male Olds 
College student was 


injured. 

Leinen was ordered to 
stand trial on a charge of 
second-degree murder 
following a preliminary 
hearing in Didshury 
provincial court in 
August.
